For Encephalitis, Other Maladies 


Many Human Deformities Successfully 
Treated Through Injection of Saline So- 
lution and Drawing Off of Fluid. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 9.< 
()—A brain wash which straightens 
out some of the most cruel and twist- 
ing human deformities was demon- 
strated today at the scientific exposi- 
sition of the joint meeting of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and the Ca- 
nadian Medical Association. 

There also was a new antiseptic, 
developed by the Ford hospital, far 
more powerful than anything now in 
medical use for human tissues. 

The brain wash has been used on, 
and cured cases of infantile paralysis, 
St. Vitus dance, ‘sleeping sickness, 
syphilitic meningitis, and tuberculo- 
sis meninginitis. 

It has relieved, but not cured, loco-

tricts, for a sum greater than is found 
by the court to be reasonable and 
said levy in no case exceed the taxing 
ability of such county, political sub- 
division, muicipality, or taxing district, 
or that may reasonably be expected to 
be collected therefrom.” 

Originally designed to be all-inclu- 
aive on public indebtedness, the act 
was amended to provide it would not 
apply on loans or advances by any 
federal governmental agency. ‘This 
provision followed warning from the 
Public Works Administration. 

The veto must go before the 1937 
legislature for consideration on wheth- 
er the house and senate will pass the 
bill over the governor's veto, but by 
that time the two-year time limit set 
up in the measure will have expired.
